I have read with greatinterest every- 


thing in the Bedford papers pertaining 
to the improvement of cur beautiful 
town, the preserving and even increas- 
ing the attractiveness of the street: 
and the public squares and lawns, for 
the sake of all the people of the towi 
and county and the many summer vis 
itors to the healing waters with which 
God has blessed Bedford county. 
I 


fully agree with "Nemo" in THE BED- 
FORD GAZETTE of June 12, that there 
ought to be hitching posts or rails for 
the horses of the country people who 
come to town on business and to spend 
their money in the stores and shops 
But I do not agree with "Nemo," that 
hitching posts ought to be placed "on 
the south side of the square." I heart- 
ily second and support the suggestion 
of "A 
Nemo," that 
hitching railf 


ought to be extended along the street 
at the court house and westward along 
the "old jail" and even beyond, if need 
be. Perhaps also hitching facilities 
might be provided on the south side of 
the court houee. 
This is a retired 


place and sheltered from noise and 
storm. I do not believe for one mo- 
ment that our good eit'zans who live 
in the country are unreasonable, when 
they come to Bedford. 
If some of 


them did hitch their horses to the trees 
along the street leading through the 
sq lare, it was not from choice, but 
from necessity. There was no other 
place to hitch. I know the feelings 
of the country people. I was once a 
country boy. They are the most law- 
abiding people of our land and as a 
rule are the best people. They have 
an appreciation of that which is 
beautiful. This we witness when we 
are invited to visit their hospitable 
homes. Atd they also have a laudable 
pride in seeing the county capital in a 
good aud inviting condition. 
I am 


therefore unwilling to think that there 
is one of them who will insist upon 
hitching to the trees along the square, 
if suitable posts or rails are provided 
by the town council in a place as con- 
venient as on the street along the 
court house and the old jail. I am 
glad to say I have a better opinion of 
the citizens of our county who live in 
the country than to believe that they 
will contend for any supposed legal 
rights to do as they please with the 
public square. As said before, they 
are reasonable men and have a due re- 
gard for the wishes of all that the 
trees and lawns in the squares should 
be preserved and their beauty main- 
tained. Give them the hitching posts 
and they will cheerfully and gladly 
use them. Let the town council per- 
severe in their efforts also to enforcf 
the ordinance against the cows grazing 
upon and defiling the squares and the 
streets.

The killed were members of a fun- 
eral party. 


On Saturday lightning struck a hut 


in which were stored 3,000 pounds of 
dynamite at the new mines now being 
opened near Sanecaville, 0., during a 
storm, killiig sis men and injuring a 
score of others, besides mining the 
mine shaft and breaking nearly all thf 
windows in Seneeaville, a mining town 
of 300 people half a mile from 
the 


mine. 


At Hustontown on Monday Harry 


Diwney and his wife received probably 
fatal injury while gathering 
June 


berries in the woods. Dawney was in a 
tree and his wife was picking the fruit 
from the lower limbs on the ground A 
storm came up and the wind broke off 
the top of a large tree, which crashed 
down upon them and pinned them to 
the ground. They were found several 
hours afterward, still living, 
but 


unconscious. 


The flaal "round-up" of the Penn 


sylvania reserves began at Harrisburg- 
on Wednesday with a public receptioj: 
at the court house, when the veterans 
were welcomed by Governor Penny- 
packer and Mayor McCormick. Gjn. 
E. M. Henderson, president of the as- 
sociation, responded for the soldiers. 
The famous Buektails, or First R;fl? 
regiment, Pennsylvania Reserve Vol- 
unteer corps, which held its fiaal re- 
union on Thursday, participated in the 
gathering. 


A northern mob, led by a Virginian, 


burnt a negro at the stake in Wilming- 
ton, Dal, Monday night. The victim 
was lleorge F. White, a negro, just out 
of the workhouse, who wag accused of 
having feloniously assaulted and stab- 
bed to death Miss Helen S. Bishop, the 
17-year-old daughter of Rev. Dr. E. A. 
Bishop. Tuesday night Arthur Cald- 
well, of Baltimore, charged with being 
one of the leaders of the mob that burnt 
White, was arrested in Wilmington. 


From the Justices' Kecords, 


On June 23 Samuel and Edward Jo- 


sephs, of Saxton, were arrested on the- 
charge of carrying away store goods 
belonging to the estate of John Shan- 
hane, deceased. The information was 
made by Kassen Joseph before 'Squire 
Ritchey. Defendants entered bail for 
a hearing on July 2. 


On June 33 Railroad Policeman C. D. 


Beegle arrested R. D. Barter on the 
charge of disorderly conduct. 
The 


prisoner gave bail for his appearance 
at a hearing before 'Squire Ritchey in 
the evening of the same day, at which 
time he appeared and pleaded guilty. 
He was fined S7 and costs, amounting 
to 813 45. 


On Saturday Daniel Holmes, of Ev- 


erett, and John Bates, of Bedford, had 
a scrap. The latter "got the worst of 
the bargain" and afterward made in- 
lorrration against Holmes.

A MIDNIGHT MARCH 


From San Angel to Taonbaya—Reminiscen- 


ces of a Veterau of the Mexican War. 
I never shall forget the unexpected 


order the Second Pennsylvania regi- 
ment • received on the night of Sep- 
tember 11 at 10 o'clock, while quarter- 
ed in the picture! que village of San 
Angel, bordering on the grand P.jdre- 
gal, or lava fields—after the battles of 
Contreras and Cnurubnsco 
The night 


was oppressively dark and the troops 
were all snugly housed in their quar- 
ters, save the regimental and picket 
guards, when the official order came 
like a thunderbolt to pack knapsacks 
and fall in line on a double quick. Tha 
march or destination for the premature 
movement of troops was clouded in 
mystery for a time; but the mystery 
was promptly solved by Captain Taylor 
informing his command that our object 
was the investment or capture of the 
City of Mex'co. 


It was one of those unusually dark 


nights in the tropics, where supersti- 
tion and mystery developed in the 
mean and rustle of every branch of the 
ancient cypress giant and along the 
running waters of the little mountain 
brook by the superstitious native In- 
dian. 


' Oa to the Capital," was the order, aud 


we knew heavy work must be accom- 
plished-, for the greater part of the 
army was marching in the gloom and 
darkness. 
Silent, silent, indeed, thfj 


columns moved forward—not even to 
the taps of mufllid drums, or the sup • 
pressed blast of bugle, to the charge. 
In great columns, '-Scott's Legions" 
were feeling their way in the darkness 
to take up a position in line of battle 
before the far-famed city of the Mon- 
tezumas. Just before early dawn, and 
before the sun gilded the snow-clad 
mountain peaks, the Second Pennsyl- 
vania flanked into the historic little 
village of Tacubaya, tired and foot 
sore. The regiment made a halt and 
prepared coffee and bacon and hard- 
tack for early breakfast. 
While enjoy- 


ing the gorgeous repast, a mounted or- 
derly came rushing up and handed 
Captain 
Taylor Order No.—and in 


double-quick time Company E, Captain 
Johnson, Company L, Captain Taylor, 
and Company M, Captain Caldwell, 
moved to our left flank, taking up a 
position south of Taeubaya on a green, 
fertile plain where were scattered 
fields of magua (fu'que plants). To 
our front perhaps p quarter of a league, 
on the open plain, in bold array, Cap- 
tain Steptoe was planting his battery, 
great siege guns and cannon, to open 
fire, invest and reduce the key to the 
capital, Fortress Ohapultepec. Upor 
that brazen knob or abrupt tier of 
rock twenty guns dealt out death to 
the fo9, who dared to approach the 
tower of fire, flame and death. While 
Captain Steptoe was taking position, 
planting siege guns and throwing up 
breastworks in the cpan valley, all the 
guns in the castle opened fire- and the 
great volume of fire and flame lighted 
up the parapets and the fierce war of 
artillery sounded like the most vivid 
peals of distant thunder.

Bravo, in command, with six thousand 
picked trcops, was unable to stay thr 
tiae of Yankee valor and for 30 long, 
terrible 
hours 
Steptoe's 
batteries 


delivered shell and round shot into 
the castle 
With cannon dismount- 


ed and ammunition wagons blown up, 
they held their position 
throughout 


the si.ge. The Second Pennsylvania 
marched into Ticubaya quite early in 
the morning—just in time to hear the 
Mexican reveille on tne rampants of 
the castle aLd the distant call of bugle, 
summoning the cavalry to du'.y. In- 
deed the blast of bugle and reveille 
sounded sweet and recalled to memory 
the duties of the soldier in a foreigr 
land.

WASHINGTON, June 33.—Some very 


shrewd, if unscrupulous, newspaper 
work is being done by the press agents 
who are booming President Roosevelt 
for the 1904 Republican nomination. 
They are portraying him as a heavy- 
weight trust fighter who is smashing 
the trusts right and left. They tell 
the people that Wall street is dead 
against Roosevelt and is hatching all 
kinds of schemes to prevent his nomi- 
nation. They are even inventing in- 
genious stories about the postoffice 
frauds, scandals and corruptions, which 
they hope will not only divert well- 
deserved blame for this state of affairs 
from the president, who has permitted 
it to goon for two years, but will try 
to make political capital out of it for 
him, They now say that some of the 
principal rascals of the many who were 
plundering the postoffice were con- 
spiring to prevent the president's nom- 
ination next year. In these simple and 
absurd ways they expect to beguile the 
voting population of the country, and, 
according to their own assurances, 
they are succeeding. 


Let us see what kind of fights the 


president has been making against the 
criminal trusts of the country and in 
the interest of the "plain people," 
about which his touters are so loudly 
prating at present. 
The president's 


reputation as a trust smasher rests 
largely on two court decisions obtain- 
ed last year. The beef trust was en- 
joined by the courts and the Northern 
Securities Co., a railroad combination, 
was declared illegal in the United 
States circuit court. In neither ease 
can any benefit to the "plain people" 
be detected, even by the aid of the 
most powerful microscope. 
Both of 


thcee trusts are con tinning to fix prices 
and rates that the people must pay, 
and it may be said, right here, that 
no decision under the Sherman law 
has resulted in permanent benefit 
to the people. The net rei ult has been 
that the trusts have changed their 
form but not their substance. No 
court decision has permanently lower- 
ed prices or rates, or taken the hands 
of the trusts out-of the pockets of the 
people. Nor is it probable that court 
decisions will ever remedy the evils of 
trusts while we have high tariffs and 
other special privileges which give 
monopolies powers and encourage com- 
binations and trusts. We must some- 
how overcome these monopoly privi- 
leges before we can hope to get rid of 
the evils of the trusts. But the presi- 
dent has set his face against any 
change in the trust-fattening tariff. 
He even stopped off, on his 
recent 


stumping tour, to help strangle the 
poor little "Iowa idea" which feebly 
declared 
that tariffs which shelter 


trusts should come off. If people call 
this strenuous trust busting they are 
easily satisfied. 


Milk sugar forms the basis of baby 


foods. It is, therefore, a most neces- 
sary product in thousands of house, 
holds and it should be as cheap as 
possible, for, unfortunately, 
most 


babies are born in poor homes where 
the parents must struggle hard to get

If there is any industry that 
should be fostered and protected, it is 
this industry in our homes. It would 
certainly seem cruel, almost inhuman, 
to legislate to make the price of baby 
food nearly double what it should be 
and thus to put it out of the reach of 
millions of little unfortunates. 
But 


this is just what our congress did when 
it, in 1897, put a duty of five cents a 
pound on sugar of milk. 


The Casein Co. of America not only 


controls the National Milk Sugar Co., 
the principal manufacturer of milk 
sugar in this country, but it controls 
the milk sugar industry of the world. 


It is now selling milk sugar in thif 


country at 14><f cents and in Europe M 
9X cents per pound. It manufactun F 
it here, principally in New York and 
Illinois, and exports it to other partf 
of the world. The difference in iis 
foreign and domestic prices is exactly 
the amount of our tariff duty. The 
milk-sugar infant gets its protection 
at the expense of the human infan*. 
We are sacrificing human infants on 
the altar of protection. 
We are put- 


ting the dollar above the man. 
Yet 


our president is discussing "race siii- 
eide" without suggesting lower duties 
on food and clothing, all of wh 
vastly increases the cost of living and 
thus starves and freezes our little ones 
and greatly increases the death rate.
